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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed June 4, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding claim 1 , Applicant argues that the Tyan reference does not disclose 
the electroluminescent layer directly on the anode layer because layer 20 is between 
them. Applicant further argues that though layer 20 is disclosed as having a thickness of 
zero, this is for a different embodiment of Tyan's disclosure and that nowhere does 
Tyan disclose that in the embodiment of Figure 4c layer 20 may have a thickness of 
zero. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner notes that at Paragraph 
[0067] Tyan discloses that the thicknesses of all layers in the embodiment is optimized 
to achieve maximum luminance output of the device. All of the embodiments of Tyan's 
disclosure are directed to microcavity organic electroluminescent devices, which 
operate on the principle of adjusting the distance between two reflective or partially 
reflective layers in order to optimize and maximize the luminance output of the device. 
Although, it is another microcavity device description in which Tyan discloses the 
possibility of layer 20 having a thickness of zero, the teaching can be applied to other 
embodiments. Therefore, the Examiner considers Tyan's disclosure of optimizing the 
layer thicknesses of the device of Figure 4c to maximize the luminance output in 
addition to the disclosure that layer 20 may be removed to achieve these ends, despite 
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its listing under another embodiment, a disclosure that that in the device of Fig. 4c the 
electroluminescent layer is directly on the anode.
